Prelimisary investigations into cases accompanied by some police officials at once appears 
of murder on the scene and makes a thorough local inquiry. In 
| this way trustworthy evidence is obtained, there 
being no time for witnesses being tutored. Such prompt investigations by Magis. 
trates are eminently successful, as might be expected. The culprits are easily 
found out and brought to justice. But the Indian system of prelimimary invest 
gation is very unsatisfactory. On receiving information of the occurrence of 
murder the District Magistrate sends a head-constable of police, whose pay does 
not exceed Rs. 20 or Rs. 25 a month, and who knows little of the law and 1s notori- 
ously corrupt, to make a preliminary investigation. The result is that influential 
and well-to-do men who are the real offenders escape, while poor and helpless 
men, who may be quite innocent, are arrested and sent up for trial. The Govern- 
ment of India had better adopt the French system and order preliminary invest 
gations into cases of murder to be promptly made by Magistrates, .
